Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  compilation  of  the 
statistics  of  exports  and  imports  of  farm  and  forest  products  in  the 
trade  of  the  United  States  with  its  noncontiguous  possessions  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1905,  with  those  of  two  previous  years  added  for 
comparison,  derived  from  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Department 
of  Commerce  and  Labor,  the  work  having  been  done  by  the  Division 
of  Foreign  Markets,  under  the  direction  of  its  chief,  George  K. 
Holmes. 

This  compilation  is  desired  for  the  use  of  this  Department  and  to 
meet  the  demands  of  a  large  number  of  correspondents,  as  it  contains 
an  arrangement  of  the  statistics  and  a  determination  of  totals,  with 
various  comparisons,  that  are  not  presented  in  any  other  publication. 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  this  report  be  published  as 
Bulletin  No.  47  of  this  Bureau.

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EXPLANATION    OF    TERMS. 

Imports. — Goods  from  a  foreign  country  entered  at  a  customs-house. 

Imports  for  consumption. — Goods  which  have  passed  from  the  control  of  customs 
officers  into  domestic  trade  in  this  country. 

Foreign  exports  or  reexports. — Goods  which  have  been  imported  into  this  country, 
either  for  reexport  or  for  consumption,  and  are  afterwards  exported,  having  undergone  no 
change  in  form  or  condition  or  enhancement  in  value  by  the  application  of  labor  in  the  United 
States. 

Domestic  exports. — Goods  produced  or  manufactured  in  this  country  from  either  domes- 
tic or  imported  raw  materials,  and  which  are  shipped  to  foreign  countries. 

Transit  or  in  transit  trade. — Goods  from  a  foreign  country  passing  through  the  United 
States  on  the  way  to  the  same  or  another  foreign  country. 

Transshipment  trade. — Goods  from  a  foreign  country  received  at  a  United  States  port 
and  there  reshipped  to  a  foreign  country  without  being  entered  as  an  import,  into  this 
country. 

In  transit  and  transshipment  trade  is  not  included  in  the  imports  and  exports  of  the 
United  States,  but  is  reported  separately. 

The  country  of  consignment  is  that  which  is  mentioned  in  the  exporting  or  importing 
documents  as  the  one  from  which  or  to  which  the  merchandise  is  to  be  shipped.  The  regu- 
lations of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  Department  of  Commerce  and  Labor,  are : 

Collectors  will  consider  the  country  in  which  merchandise  was  invoiced  as  the  country 
whence  the  same  was  imported  into  the  United  States. 

In  export  statements  the  countries  stated  should  be,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  those  for 
which  the  exports  are  destined  for  a  market.  *  *  *  Exporters  will  be  required  to  state 
in  their  manifests  of  goods  exported  the  country  of  ultimate  destination. 

The  country  from  which  or  to  which  goods  are  consigned  may  or  may  not  be  the  country 
of  origin  or  ultimate  destination,  as  the  case  may  be;  the  foregoing  regulation  with  regard 
to  the  country  of  ultimate  destination  in  export  statements  does  not  result  in  a  material 
representation  of  countries  of  ultimate  destination  in  place  of  countries  of  consignment  in 
the  records  of  the  exports  of  this  country,  when  these  two  countries  are  not  the  same. 

Values. — The  values  of  imported  articles  subject  to  ad  valorem  duties  are  defined  by  the 
act  of  Congress  of  June  10,  1890,  as — 

The  actual  market  value  or  wholesale  price,  of  such  merchandise  as  bought  and  sold  in 
usual  wholesale  quantities  at  the  time  of  exportation  to  the  United  States  in  the  principal 
markets  of  the  country  from  whence  imported,  and  in  the  condition  in  which  such  merchan- 
dise is  there  bought  for  exportation  to  the  United  States  or  consigned  to  the  United  States 
for  sale,  including  the  value  of  all  cartons,  cases,  crates,  boxes,  sacks,  and  coverings  of  any 
kind,  and  all  other  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  incident  to  placing  the  merchandise  in  con- 
dition ready  for  shipment  to  the  United  States. 

The  value  of  all  other  imports,  whether  subject  to  specific  duty  or  free  of  duty,  is  also  deter- 
mined according  to  the  law  just  quoted. 

The  value  of  domestic  exports  is  their  value  at  the  time  of  exportation  in  the  ports  of  the 
United  States  whence  they  are  exported. 

The  value  of  foreign  exports  when  shipped  directly  from  bonded  warehouses  (usually  duti- 
able goods)  is  their  import  value,  but  when  not  shipped  from  bonded  warehouses  (usually 
free  goods)  the  value  is  determined  in  the  same  manner  as  for  domestic  exports. 

Goods  in  transit  through  the  United  States  from  one  foreign  country  to  another  are  valued 
in  the  same  manner  as  imports.

Valuation  deceptions. — The  value  of  imported  articles  subject  to  ad  valorem  duties  is 
believed  to  be  determined  with  more  accuracy,  according  to  the  legal  method  of  valuation, 
than  the  value  of  imports  with  specific  duties  or  free  of  duty,  or  the  value  of  exported  articles ; 
the  valuations  of  dutiable  imports  and  of  exports  duitable  in  foreign  countries  tend  to 
understatement ;  and  the  valuations  of  imports  that  are  free  of  duty  are  liable  to  inflation 
for  the  purpose  of  trade  deception. 

Weights. — In  the  official  trade  returns  of  the  United  States  the  weights  of  all  articles 
exported  are  net  weights,  and  also  the  weights  of  all  imports,  except  those  which  are  subject 
to  a  specific  duty  levied  upon  the  weight  of  the  packages,  including  the  weight  of  the  article 
itself,  together  with  some  or  all  of  its  coverings. 

All  tons  mentioned  in  this  bulletin,  except  where  it  is  otherwise  stated,  are  long  tons  pi 
2,240  pounds. 

Discrepancies  in  foreign  trade  statistics  of  various  countries  are  partly  due  to 
different  methods  of  estimating  values,  of  determining  countries  of  origin  and  destination, 
and  of  classifying  merchandise,  and  to  differences  in  dates.  The  United  States  does  not 
include  c.  i.  f.  charges  (cost,  insurance,  freight)  in  the  value  of  either  exports  or  imports 
(except  some  foreign  exports),  while  the  United  Kingdom,  for  instance,  includes  these  in  the 
value  of  its  imports.'  It  is  said  that  these  charges  are  often  erroneously  included  by  British 
shippers  in  their  statement  of  export  values,  especially  when  the  selling  price  includes  cost 
of  delivery. 

The  United  States  trade  returns  include  the  free  zones  of  Hamburg,  Bremen,  and  Liibeck 
in  Germany,  while  the  statistics  of  the  German  Empire  do  not. 

In  consequence  of  various  sources  of  discrepancy,  it  is  generally  futile  to  undertake  to 
balance  an  export  of  this  country  by  any  official  statement  of  import  into  a  foreign  country, 
and  often  there  is  not  an  approximate  agreement. 

Noncontiguous  possessions. — The  "noncontiguous"  possessions  of  the  United  States 
are  all  those  not  included  between  Canada  on  the  north  and  Mexico  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
on  the  south,  and  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans. 

The  trade  returns  of  all  the  possessions  of  this  country,  except  the  Philippine.  Islands, 
are  included  in  the  total  trade  of  the  United  States.  In  the  trade  statistics  for  any  non- 
contiguous possession,  all  other  noncontiguous  possessions,  except  the  Philippine  Islands, 
are  included  with  the  United  States;  thus,  shipments  from  Hawaii  to  Guam  are  included 
in  the  total  shipments  from  Hawaii  to  the  United  States. 


TRADE  WITH  NONCONTIGUOUS  POSSESSIONS  IN 
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RELATIVE  IMPORTANCE. 
HAWAII  FAK  IN  THE  LEAD. 

The  value  of  exports  of  domestic  farm  products  to  foreign  countries, 
including  the  Philippine  Islands,  in  1905,  was  $826,904,777.  With 
the  Philippine  trade  eliminated  the  value  of  the  domestic  exports  to 
foreign  countries  amounted  to  $825,746,927.  During  the  same  year 
the  shipments  of  farm  products  from  the  United  States  to  the  non- 
contiguous possessions,  including  exports  to  the  Philippine  Islands., 
were  $14,700,000,  or  1.8  per  cent  of  the  value  just  given  for  domestic 
exports  to  foreign  countries,  excluding  the  Philippines.  The  value 
of  shipments  to  the  noncontiguous  possessions  in  1905  was  $900,000 
more  than  the  total  value  of  the  domestic  exports  of  farm  products  to 
South  America  and  Africa  combined,  and  $400,000  more  than  the 
shipments  to  Spain  for  the  same  year. 

Leaving  out  the  Philippine  trade,  the  value  of  the  imports  of  farm 
products  from  foreign  countries  in  1905  was  $541,247,009,  while  the 
value  of  the  shipments  of  farm  products  to  the  United  States  from  its 
noncontiguous  possessions,  including  the  Philippine  Islands,  was 
11.4  per  cent  of  this  amount.  The  value  of  shipments  from  Hawaii 
was  $36,000,000,  or  a  value  larger  than  the  imports  from  South  America 
exclusive  of  Brazil.  The  only  foreign  countries  the  imports  from 
which  had  a  value  larger  than  the  imports  from  Hawaii  were  the 
United  Kingdom,  Cuba,  Brazil,  and  Japan. 

The  value  of  the  shipments  from  the  Philippine  Islands  to  the 
United  States  was  $12,600,000,  or  an  amount  $2,000,000  larger  than 
the  total  imports  of  farm  products  from  Africa.  The  shipments  from 
Porto  Rico  had  a  value  of  $13,300,000. 

a  In  every  instance  in  this  bulletin,  unless  specifically  stated  to  the  contrary,  "United 
States"  includes  the  country  proper,  together  with  Porto  Rico,  Hawaii,  Alaska,  Guam, 
Tutuila,  and  Midway  Islands,  but  not  the  Philippine  Islands.  Hence  the  trade  between 
all  other  parts  of  the  United  States  and  any  noncontiguous  possession  includes  shipments 
to  and  from  that  possession  sent  or  received  by  the  United  States  proper  and  any  or  all 
other  noncontiguous  possessions  except  the  Philippine  Islands.  For  instance,  exports  from 
the  United  States  to  Guam  may  include  among  the' total  shipments  some  from  San  Francisco 
and  Honolulu,  but  none  from  Manila,  and  exports  from  the  United  States  to  the  Philippine 
Islands  may  include  shipments  from  Alaska,  Puget  Sound  ports,  Hawaii,  Guam,  Tutuila, 
and  Porto  Rico.

PERCENTAGE  OF   FARM  PROCTJCTS. 
INFLUENCE   OF  SUGAR  AND  MANILA. 

The  value  of  farm  products  shipped  from  Alaska  was  very  small 
when  compared  with  the  rest  of  the  shipments  from  this  possession. 
No  shipments  from  Guam  or  Midway  Islands  were  reported  in  1904  and 
1905.  The  main  item  in  the  shipments  from  Tutuila  was  copra.  The 
other  items  were  grouped  together,  so  that  the  individual  amounts 
can  not  be  obtained.  In  the  shipments  from  Hawaii,  Philippine 
Islands,  and  Porto  Rico  over  85  per  cent  was  of  farm  products. 
In  the  case  of  Porto  Rico  and  Hawaii  sugar  formed  over  90  per  cent 
of  farm  products,  and  in  the  case  of  Philippine  Islands  manila 
formed  about  88  per  cent. 

The  percentage  of  farm  products  in  the  shipments  from  the  United 
States  to  the  noncontiguous  possessions  is  much  smaller  than  the 
shipments  from  the  possessions  to  the  United  States,  as  is  evident 
in  Table  1.

SMALL  SHIPMENTS  TO  THE  UNITED   STATES. 

The  forest  resources  of  the  noncontiguous  possessions  of  the 
United  States  contribute  very  little  to  the  supplies  of  the  United 
States.  The  total  value  of  the  shipments  of  forest  products  from 
all  the  noncontiguous  possessions  for  the  years  1903,  1904,  and  1905 
was  about  $42,000,  distributed  as  shown  in  Table  2.

On  the  other  hand,  the  forest  products  shipped  from  the  United 
States  to  the  noncontiguous  possessions  are  large  by  comparison. 
In  1903  they  had  a  value  of  $1,713,000,  in  1904  of  $1,673,000,  and 
in  1905  of  $1,186,000.  During  1905  there  was  a  marked  fall  in  the 
shipments  to  the  Philippine  Islands,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii,  but  the 
shipments  to  Porto  Rico  in  1905  were  28  per  cent  larger  than  in  1904.

SHIPMENTS  TO  NONCONTIGUOUS  POSSESSIONS. 
SHIPMENTS  TO  ALASKA. 

Table  4  shows  that  during  the  last  three  years  there  has  been  on 
the  one  hand  a  constant  increase  in  the  shipments  of  farm  products 
from  the  rest  of  the  United  States  to  Alaska,  and  on  the  other  hand 
a  constant  decrease  in  the  shipments  of  forest  products.  The  total 
shipments  of  "farm  products  for  1905  were  $4,155,000,  as  compared 
with  $2,992,000  in  1903  and  $3,441,000  in  1904.  The  shipments  of 
forest  products,  on  the  contrary,  show  a  decline  from  $484,000  in 
1903  and  $449,000  in  1904  to  $304,000  in  1905.  The  four  principal 
farm  products  shipped  to  Alaska  from  the  rest  of  the  United  States 
are  dairy  products,  packing-house  products,  grain  and  grain  prod- 
ucts, and  alcoholic  liquors.  They  increased  in  value  from  $1,706,000 
in  1903  to  $1,946,000  in  1904  and  $2,393,000  in  1905.  The  decrease 
in  1905  in  the  shipments  of  forest  products  is  due  to  smaller  ship- 
ments of  all  kinds  of  lumber  and  timber.

SHIPMENTS  TO  HAWAII. 

The  total  value  of  the  shipments  from  the  United  States  to  Hawaii 
was  $3,400,000  in  1905.  The  principal  items  were  grain  and  grain 
products,  alcoholic  liquors,  and  rice.  Together  they  formed  64  per 
cent  of  the  total  shipments  of  farm  products  to  this  island.  Of  the 
total  $1,415,000  worth  of  grain  and  grain  products  shipped  in  1905, 
barley  had  a  value  of  $501,000  and  wheat  flour  of  $440,000.  The 
quantity  of  rice  shipped  to  Hawaii  from  the  United  States  was  174 
per  cent  larger  in  1905  than  in  1904  and  350  per  cent  larger  than 
in  1903.  The  shipments  of  alcoholic  liquors  have  been  about  con- 
stant during  the  last  three  years.

SHIPMENTS  TO  PORTO  RICO. 

The  value  of  farm  products  shipped  to  Porto  Rico  in  1905  was 
$800,000  larger  than  in  1904  and  $300,000  larger  than  in  1903.  Rice 
comprised  42  per  cent  of  the  total  shipments  of  farm  products  and 
wheat  flour  about  IS  per  cent.  The  shipments  of  rice  showed  an 
increase  in  the  annual  average  from  31,000,000  pounds  for  1900-1902 
to  69,000,000  pounds  for  1903-1905, or  123  percent.  Other  items  of 
importance  are  dairy  products,  lard,  lard  compounds,  hams,  and  pork, 
salted  and  pickled;  together  they  comprise  over  20  per  cent  of  the 
total  shipments.

EXPORTS  TO  PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS. 

The  exports  of  farm  products  were  $200,000  less  in  1905  than  in 
1904,  and  slightly  smaller  than  in  1903.  The  exports  of  forest  prod- 
ucts, however,  decreased  considerably  in  1905.  They  had  a  value 
equal  to  46  per  cent  of  what  they  were  in  1903  and  37  per  cent  of 
what  they  were  in  1904.  The  decrease  in  the  shipments  of  farm 
products  was  due  principally  to  the  falling  off  in  the  shipments  of 
ha}r,  and  in  the  case  of  forest  products  to  reduced  shipments  of  boards, 
deals,  and  planks.  Among  the  other,  articles  there  were  only  slight 
changes  noticeable.

SHIPMENTS    TO   TUTUILA. 

In  1905  there  was  an  increase  of  $5,000  in  the  shipments  from  the 
United  States  to  Tutuila.  This  increase  was  due  principally  to 
increased  shipments  of  breadstuffs  other  than  bread  and  biscuit. 
The  shipments  of  wheat  flour  fell  from  513  barrels  in  1903  and  666  bar- 
rels in  1904  to  224  barrels  in  1905.  On  the  other  hand,  the  shipments 
of  canned  fruit  showed  an  increase  from  $1,009  in  1903  and  $913  in 
1904  to  $lr749  in  1905.  Sawed  timber  was  the  principal  item  in  the 
shipments  of  forest  products.  The  value  has  shown  but  slight  fluc- 
tuations during  the  last  three  years.

SHIPMENTS  TO  MIDWAY  ISLANDS. 

The  shipments  to  the  Midway  Islands  from,  the  United  States 
amounted  to  only  $95  in  190-4,  but  increased  to  $7,079  in  1905. 
The  principal  items  in  the  trade  for  1905  were  dairy  products,  cured 
beef  and  pork,  and  breadstuff  preparations.  The  shipments  of 
dairy  products  comprised  13  per  cent  of  the  total  exports,  cured 
beef  17  per  cent,  cured  pork  13  per  cent,  and  breadstuff  prepara- 
tions 18  per  cent.  The  shipments  of  forest  products  in  1905  were 
much  smaller  than  in  190-4.

SHIPMENTS  FROM  ALASKA. 

"Domestic"  merchandise  as  applied  to  the  trade  of  the  noncon- 
tiguous possessions  of  the  United  States  includes  merchandise  which 
was  produced  anywhere  within  the  United  States,  including,  of  course, 
the  noncontiguous  possessions  with  the  exception  of  the  Philippine 
Islands.  Bearing  this  in  mind,  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  oranges 
and  rice  named  as  domestic  products  among  the  shipments  from 
Alaska  to  the  United  States,  for  these  articles  were  apparently  the 
products  of  other  regions  of  the  United  States,  had  been  once  shipped 
to  Alaska,  and  on  their  reshipment  from  Alaska  were  classed  as 
domestic  merchandise. 

The  farm  products  shipped  from  Alaska  to  the  United  States  wrere 
of  course  small  in  value  and  consisted  chiefly  of  live  animals,  dairy 
products,  hides  and  skins,  and  alcoholic  liquors.     The  items  named 
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made  up  $22,000  of  the  $29,000  which  represented  the  total  value  of 
farm  products  in  1905.  The  shipments  of  forest  products  were 
very  small  and  consisted  principally  of  spirits  of  turpentine.

SHIPMENTS  FROM  HAWAII. 

Sugar  is  the  principal  farm  product  shipped  from  Hawaii  to  the 
United  States.  In  1905  this  item  alone  comprised  $35,1 12,000  out  of  a 
total  of  $35,752,000,  or  over  98  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  farm 
products  shipped  from  Hawaii  to  the  United  States. 

During  the  last  sixteen  years  the  shipments  of  sugar  to  the  United 
States  have  shown  a  marked  increase.  The  average  quantity 
shipped  annually  shows  an  increase  from  283,000,000  pounds  for 
1890-1894  to  404,000,000  pounds  for  1895-1899,  and  to  686,000,000 
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pounds  for  1900-1904.  The  shipments  for  1905  were  833,000,000 
pounds.  The  other  items  are  of  little  importance  when  compared  with 
sugar.     The  principal  ones  are  coffee,  hides  and  skins,  fruits,  and  rice.

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SHIPMENTS  FROM  PORTO  RICO. 

The  principal  item  in  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and 
Porto  Rico  is  sugar.  In  1905  it  formed  77  per  cent  of  the  value  of  all 
merchandise  and  90  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  farm  products 
shipped  to  the  United  States  from  this  island.  The  sugar  shipments 
from  Porto  Rico  to  the  United  States  have  increased  rapidly  during  the 
last  sixteen  years.  The  average  annual  receipts  of  sugar  in  the 
United  States  from  Porto  Rico  were  82,000,000  pounds  fori 890-1 894, 
86,000,000  pounds  for  1895-1899,  and  176,000,000  pounds  for  1900- 
1904,  showing  that  the  receipts  for  the  last  five  years  have  nearly 
doubled  when  compared  with  those  for  the  previous  decade.  The 
shipments  for  1905  were  271,000,000  pounds.  The  shipment  of  mo- 
lasses in  1905  was  the  largest  of  the  last  three  years.  The  quantity 
of  tobacco  shipped  in  1905  were  slightly  smaller  than  1904,  but  had 
an  increase  in  value  of  62  per  cent.

IMPORTS  FROM  PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS. 

Manila  fiber  or  abaca  is  the  principal  item  in  the  imports  of  farm 
products  from  the  Philippine  Islands.  This  fiber  is  valued  highly 
because  of  its  great  tensile  strength  and  its  lightness,  and  is  used  exten- 
sively in  the  manufacture  of  binder  twine  and  cordage.  In  the  trade 
of  the  Philippine  Islands  with  the  United  States  this  fiber  comprises 
nearly  90  per  cent  of  the  imports  of  farm  products.  While  the  quan- 
tity imported  in  1905  was  much  smaller  than  in  1904,  the  value  shows 
a  slight  increase. 

Prior  to  1902  the  United  States  imported  considerable  quantities  of 
manila  by  the  way  of  the  United  Kingdom.     But  in  March,  1902,  the 
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tax  levied  on  manila  exported  from  the  Philippines  was  removed  from 
the  direct  exports  to  the  United  States.  This  has  had  a  tendency  to 
decrease  the  apparent  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  increase 
those  to  the  United  States.     This  is  evident  from  the  following  table:
